followed the dynamiting of tho Los An- 
geles Times building and other struc- 
tures throughout the country. The gov- 
ernment, sought to show that approxi- 
mately 100 different explosions had taken 
place as n result of the "dynamite con- 
spiracy."

Throughout the whole of 1913 high pn.-es prevailed. 


"Wnfle the last quarter of the yeax was a period of dcclin.; 
in prices of twelve of the fifteen arti.clcs, this decline was 
more than counterbalanced by an advance in the price, .if 
eggs to a level never before reached. For three of the ar- 
ticles, eggs, commeal and milk, the highest price was 
reached in November. For thp. other twelve, ariicles No- 
vember and December prices were below the maximum 
price quoted earlier in the year. For these articles tin; 
maximum price oceTirred as fnllnus: 
Snuar, .January: 


butter, March; hens, April; Hour, ,luly; sirloin steak, 
round steak, rib roasts, bacon, ham and lard, August: pork 
chops and potatoes, September. 
December prices were

low the average for the year iu the e.-^c ol' seven articles. 
sirloin steak, pork chops, bacon, ham, hens, fluur nnd 
•ugar. 


When the price of each of the fifteen arlides of food 


is weighed according to average consumption in working- 
men's families, retail prices were, at a. higher level on No. 
Timber 15, 1913, than at any other time during twenty- 
four preceding years. They reached the. maximum of T'J.S 
per cent, above the average of 1890 to 1S99. Retail prices 
of food on Deeembcrlo, 1913, showed a slight, decline from 
the high level of November 1~>, 1913, being then 17.7 per 
cent, above the average pinco for the ten years' period. 
1890 to 1899, 9 per cent, above, the price on December 1"x 
1912, and 14.5 per cent, above the price on December 1-">. 
1911. 


Perhaps these ominous figures are incorrect. Per- 


haps the department will be able to demonstrate that t.iie 
high cost of living is largely fiction. Let. us hope so. It 
might as well be admitted at once, however, that in chang- 
ing prevailing conviction as to living cost, the federal 
bureau is tackling a mighty big job. 


Those who may be inclined to rail at President Wil- 


son's "dictatorship" in dealing with congress apparently 
overlook two important facts. One of these is the fact that. 
the condition definitely establishes that the president is 
big enough to do it. The other is that the president is ac- 
cepting Ml responsibility for the job. In the industria i 
and commercial world it is an accepted principle that cen- 
tralized authority is essential to the best results—and UK- 
government of the United States is by all odds the greatest 
business in it. There will be ample time for protest when 
it has been demonstrated that the president is wrong. Un- 
til that time arrives, the general public is i-ather enjoying 
the manner in which Woodrow Wilson is demonstrating 
that he intends to do just what the people- commissioned 
him to do. 


In casting about for possible candidates to make tin- 


senatorial race against Senator Shively this year, Indiana 
republicans are now discussing Oscar E. Bland, of Linton; 
Hugh Th. Miller, former lieutenant governor; .Frank A. 
Ball, of Muncie, William L. Taylor, of Indianapolis, and F. 
D. (irumpaeker, of Valparaiso. Without iu any wise dis- 
counting the quality of appreciation likely to be shown oy 
these gentlemen, we have a suspicion that, their enthusi- 
asm would be somewhat more marked if they believe*; 
there was any likelihood of winning.

Discovery of the Body.

ed Chief Kngineer .lohn McKcnn, of No. 


I [lumping station, and Chief Kngineer 
Henry Xauner. of the city light and 
power plant. 
They 
agreed

voir and called the police and the grap- 
pling outfit from 
Xo. 
3 lire station. 


Fireman Fred Schilltz descended the lad- 
der into the reservoir and made fast the 
hooks on the body and the man was 
drawn out. 


It was at first, thought the. body was 


that of August Hugucnard, of Sdi High 
street, who has been missing for two 
months. 
The finding of a purse con- 


taining receipts fur dues paid by Homer 
to the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men positively settled the question of 
identity. Homer's gold watch and chain, 
a- .*HI bill, two silver dollars and some 
small change \vere. found in the dead 
man's clothing. This disposed of any 
theory of murder based upon robbery. 


It 
i< the opinion of Coroner Kruse 


and his deputy, Dr. .John K. MeArdle. 
that wrhat appeared to be a wound on 
the back of Homer's head was the result 
of a rapid decomposition due to the fact 
that he was badly injured a yenr ago 
when his head was severely crushed by 
being caught between the dcadwoods of 
two freight, cars. 


Water Shut Off; Mains Cleansed. 


The report that a body had been re- 


covered after having lain for weeks in 
the reservoir through which a large part 
of the, 
public 
water 
supply 
passes, 


caused something of a wave of revulsion 
over the city today. The waterworks 
department shut down No. I station 
and today the water was drawn from 
the supply reservoir and the ma.ins sun- 
plied from it were flushed thoroughly. 
Dr. H. O. Bruggeman. president of the 
health department, states that there is 
no danger of serious contamination of 
the water from Homer's body as the 
rapidly flowing water would soon purify 
itself. 


Homer's body was prepared for burial 


at the Sehone & Ankeubrnck establish- 
ment nnd was taken charge of by K. IX 
Spahr, tre.iaurcr of the local lodge of 
tho Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
and Peter Collins, of the same organiza- 
tion, and under escort from the lodge 
was taken tn Pavne for burial. 


Finding Will Be Suicide. 


Coroner Ivruse stated today that his 


inquiries have led to no other conclusion 
than that Homer committed suicide. A 
report that a brother of the 
young 


woman wronged hy Homer had threat- 
ened Homer's life has been diligently 
investigated by Chief of Police Lenz and 
his men and by the coroner and has re- 
vealed nothing upon which to pin such 
a Ix-lief. 
Thnt Homer had been suf- 


fering from mental aberration since tho 
accident in which his head was injured 
a year ago is the testimony of persons 
who saw much of him. 


Coroner Kruse. has deferred until to- 


morrow the. holding of the inquest. 
Tt 


had been the. intention to start the for- 
mal inquiry today.

Where there, were crowds, Finch went. 
e visited newspaper offices, hoping some

speak to him. Tie. scanned the wnnt nds 


f newspapers on the chance that his 


folks would advertise for him. lie knew 
he was lost; 'he knew he belonged to 
somebody; he knew he had a past.

Brother Gets a Trace of Him. 


Last week Finch was working in a 


printing ollicc in (.'lear Lake, Towa. 'I he 
newspaper used "patent insides." 
"Mr. 


Finch, as usual, looked over the want 
ads. There was one that attracted his 
attention, 
ft was addressed to "F. L. 


L." and signed "('. ('. I'., .Tulcslmrjr. f'ol." 
It asked the former to communicate with 
the latter. 


Finch was passing under the name of 


F. S. O'DclI. His laundry and underwear 
were all marked with that name. But 
something away back in lux memory, a 
opeeies of snh-conBeiousness that could 
not he denied, told him to answer the 
.lulesburg advertisement. He did so. The 
next day Clarence ('. Finch, owner of 
the Jiiiesbnrg News, received this letter: 


"f saw vonr advertisement. 
Tt ap- 


pealed to me. 
T have been hunting for 


my folks for months. 
Perhaps I nm 


the man you want. My name is F. $-[ 
O'Dell." 


Clarence Finch recognized the 
hand- 


writing ast that of bis brother and at 
once telegraphed him. hi answer. O'Dcll 
said be was not the missing man, but 
that be was going to Denver shortly and 
would JOC him. Later, O'Dcll changed 
bin mind and sta.rte<l for .lulcsburg. When 
he reached Omaha be had not only for- 
gotten his destination, but bad forgot- 
ten that he was traveling under the name 
of O'Dell. Then he appealed to the polio: 
for assistance. 


A search of his clothing disclosed the 


telegrams from JuleKbnrp and Clarence 
Finch, the sender of them, W»H communi- 
cated with. 
Tie c.iine to Omaha, recog- 


ni/.ed his missing brother and took him 
in charge. 
The .lulrttmrg Finch is a 


member of tin' Colorado state legislature. 
the owner of «. newspaper and a ranch, 
and 11 man of wealth nnd position.

But Frank Finch did not recognize his 


brother. "Never saw him before," was 
his answer wheu the. police asked him if 
he rueogui/.ed the Julcsburg mnn. Later, 
after bis brother had bought him new 
clothing and other things, be said: "That 
man ought to be my brother, else why 
should he do ull these things for me and 
spend all this money on me? But if lie 
is. 1 don't knoV anything about it. 


"He tells me f have a wife and child 


at Littleton, and that one of my children 
has died since, I -left home, 
f am to 


meet this woman and Ibis baby next 
week.

ha police elation for the arrival of his 
brother, a half

said: 


''That's funny: 1 never knew I could talk 
Danish before." 


Finch "also speaks (Jrrman and Span- 


ish fluently. "Where did you learn to 
speak Spanish'!'' was asked him. "Where 
did T learn to speak English?" he an- 
swered, in a half questioning, halt pitiful 
tone.
